W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The new 
billion dollar compromise housing 
bill was approved today by the 
House Banking Committee 
The measure Is a substitute for

This was the reaction cf physicists who 
have been studding reports from the Uni­ 
versity cf Minnesota's h:gh-altitude radia­ 
tion studies showing that the sun shoots 
out streams of atomic particles that are 
quite destructive. 
These particles amount to huge death 
s rn outer space. Four times in the last 
v, eeks the death rays have been detect- 
They occur d u r i n g “solar flares” 
ich really are giant explosions on the 
surface of the sun. 
Scientists studying the rave have found 
that stopping them in outer space would 
take at least one inch and mavbe 
two 
inches of lead. Enough lead to protect a 
space ship's travelers would weigh more 
tons than any space propulsion system 
row conceived could lift out of the earth s 
g : a v -tat i on a1 ti e I d 
There is a possibility that men could 


m ak e “ short" trips—such as to the moon 
—without being hit by the death rays, by 
the simple dev ice (if leaving the earth at 
exactly the right time. But for trips to oth­ 
er planets, which would take m o n t h s , 
there is no feasible system available to 
protect them. 
Of course, in view of past conquests of 
“ the impossible.” no one would be foolish 
enough to say at this time that m an never 
will travel past the moon. But the possibil­ 
ity of doing so are becoming slim m er as 
scientists discover that outer space is not 
nearly as “ eruptv” as they once thought.

“ Moreover, economic relations 
provide 
good prerequisites for 
the strengthening of political re 
lations.

mountain slid into the v alley som e 
sev en m iles below Hebgen Dam , 
cutting off the flow of the Mad­ 
ison Riv er. 
lf the water tops the slide it 
J could endanger the v alley below. 
Engineers considered the possibil­ 
ity —how ev er rem ote—that it could 
ev en wash out the m ile-long slide.

J ohnson said 
J it could possibly reach the top of 
the slide within 20 to 30 day s. 
Hebgen dam is holding firm but 
there are cracks in it. Engineers 
say they cannot ignore the pos­ 
sibility of its giv ing way .
